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The  school's  choir  blossomed  during  the  1980-81  school  year  under  the 
leadership  of  Mr.  Warren  Jones.  Since  his  appointment  to  the  staff,  the 
choir  has  performed  with  exceptional  skill  at  many  public  appearances. 
They  performed  at  the  St.  Paul  A.M.E.  church,  at  the  Anglican  Cathe¬ 
dral,  were  featured  on  ZFB  Television's  Christmas  Programme  and  on 
ZBM’s  Radio  Show,  and  was  only  high  school  choir  invited  to  perform  at 
City  Hall  during  the  Heritage  Week  Celebrations. 

Several  students  received  individual  honours  during  the  year  and  should 
be  recognized  for  their  achievements.  These  students  and  their  achieve¬ 
ments  are: 

1.  In  the  Royal  Gazette  Christmas  Short  Story  Contest,  Mark  Outer- 
bridge  won  the  Under  18  category,  while  Robin  Todd  received  honourable 
mention. 

2.  In  the  Royal  Commonwealth  Society  Essay  Competition,  all  of  our 
students  who  entered  won  prizes  in  the  local  competition.  In  the  interna¬ 
tional  competition,  which  attracted  entries  from  thirty-four  countries, 

°three  of  our  pupils  were  very  successful.  Mark  Pettingill,  Head  Boy,  was 
commended  in  Class  A,  Juliana  Horseman  was  commended  in  Class  C, 
and  Tina  Fountain  was  highly  commended  in  Class  C. 

3.  The  Bermuda  Spell  Down  Competition  featured  Robin  Grey,  Gina 
Trott  and  Karen  Lines  in  the  finals.  Robin  went  on  to  place  third  in  the 
overall  competition. 

4.  Warwick  Academy  received  favourable  press  coverage  last  January 
through  the  artistic  achievements  of  Martin  Shaffer  and  Dorothea  King 
iii  the  Commonwealth  Art  Exhibition  held  in  London.  Officials  of  the 
Commonwealth  Institute  presented  Martin  Shaffer  and  Dorothea  with 
“Awards  of  Merit'' as  a  result  of  the  “Young  Artists  Exhibition  -  1980”. 
Martin's  drawing  entitled  “Tools”  and  Dorothey's  drawing  entitled 
“Shoes”  were  part  of  a  travelling  exhibit  that  visited  countries  throughout 
the  Commonwealth. 

5.  The  annual  Warwick  Academy  Declamation  Contest  was  most  suc¬ 
cessful.  The  winner  of  the  competition  was  Jane  Judson,  our  head  prefect, 
who  spoke  on  “If  I  Lived  Long  Ago.  ”  Marcus  Jones,  who  was  runner-up 
spoke  on  “Money  is  the  Root  of  all  Evil,  ”  and  Julie  Stanton,  a  first  year 
pupil,  placed  third  with  her  speech  entitled  “ Running  Away  From 
Home”. 

6.  An  innovative  concept  in  drug  prevention,  called  the  Listen  America 
Pageant,  has  been  developed  and  geared  to  high  school  students  to  shun 
drugs.  Each  student  who  participates  makes  a  pledge  not  to  use  tobacco  in 
any  form,  not  to  drink  alcoholic  beverages  and  not  to  use  drugs  for  the 
purpose  of  getting  high.  Two  of  our  pupils,  Fiona  Couper  and  Preston 
Swan,  met  with  success  in  this  event  by  representing  Bermuda  at  the 
Regional  Pageant  in  Albany,  New  York.  Fiona  went  on  to  the  National 
Listen  America  Pageant  held  in  Hollywood,  California  where  she  met 
many  television  celebrities  who  saluted  her  for  taking  her  stand  against 
drugs. 

Senator  and  Mrs.  Jackson,  distinguished  guests,  Mr.  Bernardo,  and 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  friends,  teachers  and  students. 

It  is  my  honour  and  pleasure  during  our  annual  Prize  Day  Ceremony  to 
report  on  some  of  the  highlights  of  the  last  school  year,  to  give  recogni¬ 
tion  to  outstanding  students,  and  to  give  thanks  to  groups  who  have  made 
significant  contributions  to  the  school. 

Warwick  Academy  continues  to  organise  and  administer  a  programme 
which  affects  the  total  development  of  the  individual.  Our  formal  curricu¬ 
lum  is  supported  by  an  extensive  extracurricular  programme.  This  extra¬ 
curricular  programme,  which  usually  occurs  at  lunch  time,  after  3:30  and 
on  weekends,  is  available  to  every  student  and,  in  fact,  is  a  necessary 
ingredient  for  the  total  development  of  each  student.  Sports,  drama, 
music,  debating,  educational  trips,  newspaper  and  yearbook  publications, 
student  leadership  roles  such  as  prefects,  house,  form  and  team  captains, 
laboratory,  library,  stockroom  and  office  assistants,  and  numerous  other 
responsibilities  all  help  to  make  up  our  total  programme. 

Our  pupils  continue  to  do  well  in  the  University  of  London  G.C.E. 
examinations,  although  there  is  still  room  for  improvement.  Unfortunate¬ 
ly,  some  of  our  pupils  are  falling  far  short  of  their  potential. 

For  the  second  consecutive  year,  a  record  number  of  examinations  were 
passed  by  our  pupils.  They  passed  a  total  of  588  examinations  out  of  a 
possible  897,  representing  a  66  percent  pass  rate.  Of  the  twenty-two 
individual  subjects  written,  only  three  had  pass-rates  below  50  percent, 
six  had  pass  rates  between  50  and  60  percent,  and  three  had  pass  rates 
above  90  percent.  Art  and  Biology  pass  rates  were  above  90  percent,  with 
Chemistry  receiving  a  perfect  record  of  100  percent,  for  the  fourth  con¬ 
secutive  year. 

Of  the  seventy-five  fifth  year  pupils  sitting  examinations,  nineteen 
received  ten  or  more  passes. 

At  this  time  I  would  like  to  focus  our  attention  on  those  students  who 


performed  exceptionally  well  in  our  internal  assessments.  Last  year  twen¬ 
ty-one  percent  of  our  pupils  attained  academic  honours.  Of  these,  fifty- 
five  percent  earned  honourable  mention  by  attaining  a  70-75  average  in 
their  studies.  Thirty  students  attained  second  honours  by  achieving  a  75- 
80  percent  average  and  twenty -five  pupils  attained  first  honours  by 
achieving  a  yearly  average  of  over  80  percent. 

It  is  a  tradition  at  Warwick  Academy  to  give  recognition  to  both 
parents  and  pupils  during  Prize  Giving  for  achieving  a  yearly  average  of 
over  75  percent. 

For  the  seventh  consecutive  year,  a  group  of  third  year  pupils,  accom¬ 
panied  by  their  teachers,  took  a  most  successful  educational  trip  to 
Washington,  D.C.  and  the  surrounding  area.  We  can  justly  be  proud  of 
our  youngsters  who  were  excellent  ambassadors  for  Bermuda. 

7.  At  the  annual  Audubon  Natural  History  Course  held  at  Nonsuch 
Island,  Kerri  Knap  and  William  White  were  the  top  two  pupils.  Kim 
Simmons,  Kathy  Young,  Sarah  North cott,  Fiona  Couper  and  Simon 
Watkinson  were  other  Warwick  Academy  pupils  who  performed  well. 

8.  Suzanne  MacKay,  last  year's  Deputy  Head  Prefect,  was  selected  by 
the  Sandys  Rotary  Club  to  represent  Bermuda  in  the  Rotary  Exchange 
Programme.  Suzanne  is  now  studying  in  Indonesia. 

9.  Recognition  is  given  weekly  to  those  students  who  have  earned 
merits  for  good  citizenship,  exemplary  behaviour,  academic  excellence, 
and  outstanding  achievement  in  extra-curricular  activities.  It  gives  me 
pleasure  at  this  time  to  give  recognition  to  the  two  students  who  received 
the  most  merits  for  the  1980-81  school  year.  I  have  observed  strength  of 
character,  friendliness,  and  loyalty  in  both  of  these  students,  and  their 
enthusiasm  and  school  spirit  are  most  commendable.  The  two  students 
are  Felicity  Riding  and  Juliana  Horseman. 

Our  school  continues  to  perform  exceptionally  well  in  interschool 
sports.  We  won  eleven  titles,  were  runners-up  in  eight  and  placed  third  in 
five  others.  The  girls  won  championships  in  badminton  and  field  hockey. 
The  boys  were  declared  champions  in  badminton,  rugby,  and  soccer,  and 
co-educational  championships  were  won  in  badminton  and  swimming. 
Incidentally  in  co-educational  championships,  Warwick  has  never  been 
defeated  in  badminton  or  swimming. 

It  should  be  emphasized  that  the  girls  won  the  badminton  title  for  the 
seventh  consecutive  year,  while  the  boys  captured  the  title  for  the  first 
time.  The  girls  were  also  successful  in  winning  four  individual  champion¬ 
ships  in  Held  hockey. 

In  addition  to  winning  the  Roger  B.  Chaffee  Basketball  Tournament, 
Janice  Hankey  was  voted  the  Most  Valuable  Player,  Best  Offensive 
Player  and  was  selected,  along  with  Lesley  Cherry,  for  the  All-Star  Team. 

These  are  some  of  the  highlights  and  accomplishments  of  last  year.  I 
think  you  might  be  interestd  to  know  what  has  happened  to  the  eighty- 
two  senior  students  who  helped  to  make  the  year  such  a  successful  one. 

Sixty- five  or  seventy-nine  percent  have  gone  to  further  education,  ten 
have  decided  to  join  the  work  force,  and  we  have  no  information  on  seven 
pupils.  Of  the  sixty-five  going  on  to  further  education,  thirty-one  are 
attending  the  Bermuda  College. 

Warwick  Academy  graduates  have  earned  five  of  the  eight  Bermuda 
Government  Scholarships  which  were  awarded  last  year.  Recipients  of 
these  prestigious  awards  were  Michael  DeSilva,  Zoe  Dyson,  Hilary  Ev¬ 
ans,  Steven  Hankey  and  Deborah  Monkman. 

In  addition,  Steven  Hankey  topped  thirty-five  other  applicants  to  re¬ 
ceive  the  Sir  Harry  D.  Butterfield  Scholarship  valued  at  $7,500  annually 
for  four  years.  One  of  the  two  Bank  of  Butterfield  Further  Education 
A  wards,  valued  at  $3,500  annually  for  three  years,  was  won  by  a  former 
pupil,  Peter  Sousa. 

Before  closing  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  following: 

Firstly,  I  wish  to  thank  the  parents  who  have  become  actively  involved 
in  the  school  by  attending  major  school  functions  such  as  parent/teacher 
conferences  and  by  also  becoming  involved  in  the  W.A.A.,  the  Heritage 
Fair  and  the  Clothing  Mart. 

Secondly,  I  wish  to  publicly  show  my  gratitude  and  appreciation  for  the 
competent  and  efficient  manner  in  which  our  office  staff  organise  the 
office  in  order  to  carry  out  routine  duties  of  administration.  I  have  never 
worked  with  a  more  efficient  and  professional  office  staff  and  their 
contribution  to  your  children’s  education  deserves  recognition.  Than- 
kyou,  Betsy  Hughes,  Heather  Cook  and  Sharon  Sousa. 

Thirdly,  a  special  thankyou  to  the  teachers  of  Warwick  Academy  for 
your  loyalty,  your  support  of  the  administration  and  for  your  dedication 
and  contribution  to  the  students. 

And  last,  but  certainly  not  least,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to 
the  members  of  the  Board  of  Governors  for  their  support  and  their 
attention  to  the  business  of  Warwick  Academy.
